a. Number The Sheep flocks on December 31st 1926 numbered 
7,283,945 (v,810,495), increage 473,450. These were classified as

2,018,941 (1,762,295), increase 256,646: Rams 93,205 (90,395); inerease 
eA nde a year old 12506, 344. (1,568,777), decrease 2,433; 

b. Breeds of Sheen. 6,604,971 (0,093,303) sheep or 90.7 (89-9) 
per cent of the flocks were returned as Pure bred Merino and 40:;,476 
(407,417) or 5.6 (6.0) per cent as Merino Comebacks, othe: pure breeds 
24,739 kee or 0.3 (0.4) per cent and the belance of 249,759 
(283,038) or 3.4 (4.1) per cent were returned as Crossbreds. 

Getereinpys920. During the year 1926, 2,799,199 (2,700,379) 
wes were mated and 1,679,336 (1,740,620) L-irbs marked ecual to a 
percentage of 59.99 compered with 64.40 for the previous year. 

d. Winter Lembing, 1927. 2,989,517 Ewes were reported as either 
mated or intended to be meted for the Winter Lambing of 1927. The 
percentage results will. be available in about a month. ; 

e. Wool-Clip. 71,271,698 (0,915,238) sheep and lambs were shorn, 
the total clin, including locks, bellies, piecss Gc. being 63,078,442 
(00,380,584) lbs. exceeding the record of the previous yeer by 
2 Her 658. Lbs. The everage weight of fleece for sheep end lembs 
eombinied was 0.67 (8.75) lbs. and for sheep only 10.23 (10.42) Ibs.
